THE ARRIVAL OF THE VIBITING 8001eTIES

took place on Haturday afternoon and evenlng,
amid great rejolelngs. A number of sooloties
from IB« Sontnern and Weslern seotions of the
comntry arrived in the city during the course of
ihe afternoon, and were recelved at the depots
and esvorted Lo Lhoe ganriers propared for them.
At nbout A quarter bulfore $ o'clock in the even-
iog the socletles [rom New York and the Easts
ern Blates, numbering In all about elghteen
hundred persons, arrived In Camden on two
speoial Lrulos, l}{' way of the Camden and Am-
voy Hallroad., The svent was anoounced by a
saivo of arddllery fired from Smith's Island, and
within & few minutes after the warning given
by the slgnal ﬁnnu the large crowd of
people whieh had al ready agsembled on Walnut
street and tha river fronb was Inorsased o an
exelted und entbusinstic multitude, The visi-
tory, after some delny, were embarked on forry
Boats, nnd amid the fAring of guns, the explo-
pion of rockels, the straing of Instromental
music and luaty shouls of song, lhey were
borune acrose the Dolaware and effected thelr
landing in a truly trinm phal nt.lyle.

They were then formed in line ns rapidly as
was possible, and, escorted by the Philadelphin
socletien, marched in procession up Walout
stroet Lo Indepandenos square, the route belng
lined with welcoming spectators,

THE RECEFTION AT INDEPENDENCE SQUARE,

The officers of the féstival and the honorary
sommittee had previously made thelr way Into
ihe pquare by the main entrance Lo Lhe Btaie
House on Chesnnt street, taking ap thelr posi-
tion on s platform In the open air. This plat-
form was gorgeously decorated with fags, bans
nors, aud wreaths of evergreens, and just over

The trees In tne nelghborhood waere llkewlse
ornamented with flags nnd banoers of all de-
soriptions, pending from ocords stretched from

On arriving at the Walant sireet entrance,
the procession filed into the Square, the stands
ard-bearers making their way Lo the front of
the platform, whers they arranged themselves
in the form of ansemi-circla, Aronnd them the
metbers of the different socleties collected,
the position of each boiy being plainly desig-
nated by a large transpareney bearlng its name
and thal bearty German word, *Willkommen,"
The seene presented by the Sgunre when all the
aszoclantions were properly disposed wias ox-
tremely grand, and has never been sarpaesed
by aslmilar gathering io this elly, exceplon the
momorable 41h of July, 1866, when the tattered
battle-flugs of our "Boys In Blue” were returned
10 the custody of the old Commonwenith whose
honor and glurr they had maintained on #o
muny bloody flelds. The melancholy reflestions
ecalled up by this first pageant were happlly not
invoked by the display of Satarday evenling, so
that joy, and Joy slone, relgned supreme.

During the last few years the same locality
has ylelded a rivh supply of Roman colns and
urns.

Cunrovs Facr ixn NarorAL History.—Daring
the recent stay of the English serew steamer
St. Andrew at Muvlsbalﬁ(, a pair of enter-
prising sparrows built their nest in the bunt
of the foretop-gallantsail. One of the seamen,
on T]meeuding to uncover the sail preparatory
to the ship’s going to sea, discoverad the nest,
which contained four eggs.

Binps,—The Minister of Agrionlture has
addressed a cireular to the Muyors of France,
enjoining them to punish severely all persons
cavght in the act of netting, trappiog, eto.,
small birds, whose valuable services as de-
stroyers of insects he sots forth, demonstrating
by statistics the utility of these hamble mem-
burs of the feathery genus.

A DBrasr.—A few days ago the praprietors of
the Salt Lime Works, at Clitheroe, England,
fired an immense blast. Two tons of gunpow-
der were placed in the mine, and the explo-
sion which followed resulted in the displace-
ment of about twenty thousand tons of stone.

PompeiL—A bronze monay chest has lately
been discovered in the excavations of Pompeii,
The figures, which are carved in bas-reliefl on
the sidma and lid, are said to be of extraordi
nary beauty.
